Ac- 
cording to present statutes, it is un- 
lawful to include fees for extra-cur- 
ricular activities in the required 
amount of registration. 

Modesto has solved its problem by 
charging $8 a semester, $4 of which 
is used to cover student activities and 
the other $4 for assemblies, lockers, 
towels, stadium repair, and athletic 
equipment, but according to the pre- 
sent laws, this is not legal.

Engineering Here 


Althoug hit is not a known fact to 
many students of the college, the 
Dons have a licensed avitator en- 
rolled here. He is Alden Melzian, a 
student in the engineering depart- 
ment, and already has won distinc- 
tion in the field of aviation. 

While still a small boy, he showed 
unusualability in mechanics, espec- 
ially in the modeling of airplanes. 

At 15 he constructed a non-fly- 
ing model plane, entered it in the 
aviation meet held at Santa Ana, un- 
der the auspices of the Santa Ana air 
club, and carried away the prize. He 
received his training in flying at the 
Eddie Martin School. of Aviation, 
where he finished his course in Oc- 
tober, 1927. After a flawless demon- 
stration flight, he was given a private 
license and had the distinction of be- 
ing the youngest pilot graduated 
from the Martin field. 

In 1929 young Melzian was made 
commodore of the Orange high school 
aviation club. At that time he was 
the only licensed student in Orange 
county schools, having received his 
permit to fly at any time, from the 
department of commerce. 

While visiting - his home town, 
Sleepy Eye, Minnesota, in the sum- 
mer of 1929, he took part in a flying 
demonstration. Although he had 
been solo flying for two years, be- 
cause of his youth, seventeen years, 
he was not allowed to carry passen- 
gers; therefore he made exhibition 
flights over the air port. 

Mr. Melzian is now continuing his 
studies at Santa Ana junior college.

ed, to the young man’s room, where 
they attacked him on a charge of 
which he was innocent. In this 
scene the little crippled girl Mary 
Margaret, played by Miss Jeannette 
Hickman, made her greatest appeal. 
During the mob scene she kneeled 
down to pray for her friend, pro- 
tector, and lover, and upon arising, 
she found that she could walk with- 
out crutches. Where nothing mater- 
ial had availed, love and faith had 
healed her. Miss Hickman indeed 
proved herself capable of carrying 
the leading feminine role. 

Adding a comic note to the other- 
wise serious ,and at times pathetic, 
play, Harry Motley as Grubby, a 
parasite, and Earl Motley as Mack, 
a moocher, relieved the tension by 
their humorous action. 

The climax of the play was reach- 
ed when after much discouragement 
and adversity on the part of Gilchrist, 
friend and foe alike came to see and 
to admit that he was no fool, but a 
kind, wise man. 

‘All the players of the cast, 21 in 
number, took their parts exception- 
ally well, especially since so few of 
them had ever before played upon 
the stage.
